This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed September 14, 2006, which 
sets a statutory period for response of one month or thirty days to respond, up to and 
including October 14, 2006. 

Applicants elect the following species: 

- For the linear volatile siloxane : octamethyltrisiloxane 

- For the film forming polymer: a copolymer of silicone and one or more ethylenically 
unsaturated monomers, more specifically a silicone acryiate or vinyl silicone copolymer, 
with the monomers being siloxane and one or more acrylates or siloxane and vinyl 
groups, 

- For the multifunctional component: a mono-, di-, or triester oil; and 
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-For the lipophilic particulate non-pigmentitious particulates having a particle size 
ranging from 0.5 to 200 microns. 

Claims 2, 4, 7, 12, 19, 20, 23, 26, 27, 31, 33, and 36 read on the elected species.
